There Na {ome 
Diforder upon the firft publifhing of this News here 
for the People being generally well pleas'd with ir, 
and thofe that are profeffedly in the Intereft of the 
Houle of Auftria being extremely elevated, fome 
Germans could not forbear talking high upon it, and 
foie of the contrary Faction taking offence at their 
fo doing, 2 Quarrel enfu'd between them, Swords 
were drawn and inthe Fray one Man was kill’d and 
another wounded. 
the Paris Gazette, dated Sept.27. 
Rome, Sepr. 2. Phe 27th of laft Month, a Courier 
from Ferrara brought Advice, thar Cardinal Aftalli 
was gone from thence, that he might leave Signior 
Corfini, Treafurer of the Apoftolical Chamber at full 
Liberty to take Informations concerning the Expul- 
fion of the Imperialifts out of the Ferrareze. Since 
the taking of Vercelli, the Congregation of the holy 
Office have nominated a Genouefe of the Order of 
St. Dominick to go and refide in that Town as In- 
uifitor: While it was in the Hands of the Duke of 
avoy, he would no: fuffer any Inquifitor to refide in 
it, excers he was one of his own Subjects. An Or- 
der has been publifh’d in his Holinefs’s Name, for- 
bidding all Perfons to meet purpofely to talk of 
News, in Coffee-Houfes, or other Places; becaufe 
Difturbances are often occafion’d by Difputes con- 
cerning publick Affairs, between Perfons of different 
Nations, efpeci!ly ar this Juncture.

Week, of the Defeat of the French and Bavarians at 
Hochfter, is confirm’d from all Parcs ; and by the laft 
Letters fiom Germany and Switzerland it appears the 
Allies won a more compleat Victory than the firft Ad- 
vices we had of it made it: The French,and thofe who 
are in theit Intereft, are extream!y dejected it ; 
And onthe contrary, thofe rhat are for the oufe of 
Auftria, are mightily elevated. * This Victory being 
become the chief Subjed&t of common Difcourfe, and 
fee hor People having made Difturbances about it 
in publick Houfes, the Governour of the City fum~ 
mon’d before him all the Mafters of Coffee-Houfes, 
and other Houfes of publick Refort,and charg’d them 
undér the Penalty of 500 Crowns Forfeiture,not to lay 
Cown any printed Gazette or written Paper of Newsto 
be read in their Houfes, nor to fufferany Perfons to 


difcourfe aloud of the Occurrences of the prefent 
War. But fome of them, who were countenanc’d 
by many Perfons of Quality, reprefenting to Don 
Horatio Albani the Pope’s Brother, the Damage they 
thould fuffer by fuch a Reftraint, as well as the Hard- 
thir of 3c init felf, he waited on the Pope within 
thefe few days, and befought him to take off thar 
Reftraint, and allow People a decent Liberty of dif- 
courfing of publickTranfactions ; which his Holineft 
prefently granted, and order'd fome Perfons who 
were put under Confinement for talking too warmly 
to be fer at Liberty, Sincefthe News of this Victory 
came, the Pope is more apprehenfive than he was 
before, that the Emperor will revenge the Injury his 
Holinefs's Officers did him in fuffering the French 
Troops to return into the Ferrareze, and to farprize 
and drive the Imperialifts out of that Province. And 
a few days ago his Holinefs fent Signior Paracciani, 
his Auditor, to the Count de Lamberg the Emperot’s 
Ambaffador, to affure his Excellency once more, that 
he had no Part ia that Affair; that he had alwaysa 
fatherly Tendernefs and a great Efteem for his Impe- 
rial Majefty ; that he was ready to give him all the 
Satisfaction he could reafonably ask; and that the 
Officers of his Troops who fhould be’convicted of 
any underhand dealing with the French, ot of doing 
otherwife than they ought in the faid Affair, thall be 
feverely punith'd,. after Signior Corfini has gone 


thorough the Examinations he is now taking at Fer- 


rara. This Week feveral Shogs of an Earthquake 
have been felt here, and alfo ar Spoleto and other 
Places in the Province of Umbria; whereupon thé 
Pope has order’d publick Prayers to be made, to des 
precate the Wrath of Heaven. :

The Pope has order’d Cardinal Aftalli to re- 
fign the Legatefhip of Ferrara fora Time, and in 
the Interim has conferr’d it on the Cardinal del Vermé 
Bifhop of Ferrara; which is done to pleafe the Im. 
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The Governour of this City has order’d a Procefs to 
be made out againft fome of the Count of Lam- 
berg’s Retinue, who lately kill’d a Servant belonging 
to the Commiffary of the Apoftolical Chamber, for
